Wednesday, March 9th. 
The Senate met at 10 o’clock a. m., the Presi­ 
dent iu the chair. 
The first business taken up was A. B, £>7 (the 
Vincent irrigation bill), which was read the sec­ 
ond tune. 
A. B? 81, relating to duties and compensation 
of Mayors and Coimcilmen of cities with a pop­ 
ulation not exceeding 10,000, was voted upon and 
lost. Steele changed his vote from aye to no, 
and gave notice of u motion to reconsider. 
8. Bs. 2!8 and 219, to pay claims of ex-Shcriff 
Edgar, of San Mateo county, were passed. 
Senate concurrent resolution requesting Con­ 
gress to restore Charles M. Blake to his position 
as Chaplain in the army, was taken up, On mo­ 
tion of Mr. Murphy, and adopted. 
On motion of Moffitt* the Senate refused to re­ 
cede fiom its amendment to S. B. 191, relating to 
improvements at the Deaf, Dumb and Blind 
Home, aud Messrs. Brieeland, Langford aud 
Conklin were appointed a Committee on Confer­ 
ence. 
These bills were passed : 
A. B. 80. providing for tbe formation of cer­ 
tain religious corporations. Also. A. B. lf>4, rel­ 
ative to cheats. Also, A. B. 19, relating to the 
boundary lines of San Benito, Fresno aud Mer­ 
ced counties. 
A. B. 175, reluting to school-land warrants was 
defeated. 
A. B. 39, relating to roads and highways. Head 
second time. 
A. B. 268. to pny costs of suits (37th fiscal year) 
to which the State is a party. Passed. 
The constitutional provision was suspended, 
and A. B. Mo, to nav the State’s portion of sal­ 
aries of Superior Judges for the 38th fiscal year, 
read three times and patted. 
A. B. 503, providing for the printing, sale and 
distribution of the State series of school books. 
Read the first time, declared (on motion of Ges- 
ford) a case of urgency, and passed. 
A fternoon Session. 
The Senate took up for consideration A. B. 
124, relating to fish and game, which, on motion 
of Walrath, was declared a ease of urgency. 
[Its chief amendments to the existing law' are 
that the close season for quail ends on the 10th 
day of September, instead of the 1st of October, 
and the open season for deer is extended from 
the 1st of November until the 15th of December.] 
S. B. 395, providing for the construction of a 
fishway in the Mokelumne river, with a penalty 
for non-compliance. Lost. White gave notice 
of a motion to reconsider. 
A. B. 521. relating to the dissolution and noti­ 
fication of injunctions, coming up on its passage, 
Goucher took occasion to remark that it was 
drawn in the interest of irrigationists, and in no 
way attccfed injunctions procured against hy­ 
draulic mines. 
Chandler said the last remark of the gentle­ 
man prompted him to rise. He said the bill 
originated from a hydraulic mining source, and 
had it not been amended, as it now was, it 
would have virtually enacted the worst features 
of the debris-darn bills. It had been sought to 
smuggle it through without the amendments 
i hat had been decided upon, but the trick or 
oversight had boon detected. 
Dray, Roth, Gestord and others spoke on the 
question. 
The bill was passed—ayes 21, noes 15. 
The report of the conference committee on 
the general appropriation bill was adopted. 
Bowers, by consent, introduced a bill author 
izing the Directors of the Industrial Home for 
the Adult Blind to use the proceeds of the labor 
of the inmates for the purchase of raw material. 
The bill was made one of urgency, read twice 
and ordered printed. 
A. B. 3-18, relating to powers and duties of 
Trustees of reclamation districts. Read second 
time and made the special order for 11 a. m. the 
following day. 
Gesford moved to take up the pilot bill out of 
order. The motion was lost, the San Francisco 
delegation voting solidly in die negative. 
A. 0. A. 2, relating to irrigation (known as the 
Shanahan amendment), coming up, Murphy 
s.^id it should be entitled an Act to enable the 
Spring Valley Water Company to further op­ 
press the people of San Francisco. 
Murphy moved to indefinitely postpone. Car­ 
ried—ayes 25, uoe« 6. 
Boggs introduced, out of order, a bill to ap 
propriate $80,000 as a revolving fuuu for the pur­ 
chase of jute, to be manufactured at the State 
Prison at San Quentin. 
On motion of White, the Senate u n k up for 
consideration the Governor’s veto of á. B. 270 
(the original jute bill), and the ayes and noes 
were called, and the veto unanimously sus­ 
tained. 
Boggs moved 
his new jute bill be made a 
ease of urgency,- „ bl placed on its passage. 
Lost. 
At 5:20 the Senate took a recess till 7:30 P. M. 
E vening Session. 
On reassembling, A. B. 231, making an appro­ 
priation for the deficiency for lights, fuel, e c., 
for State officers and legislature, for the thirty- 
fourth fiscal year, was made a case of urgency 
and pacsed. Also, A. B. 261, to provide for fitting 
Up and furnishing the offices occupied by the 
SupretfieCourt Commission. Also. A. B. 257 and 
260, to meet deficiency in appropriation for re­ 
wards for arrest of highway robbers. 
Also, A. 
B. 39, relating to roads and highways. 
After a prolonged wrangle over a motion by 
Crandall to take up a bill out of order, at 9 i\ m. 
the Seuate adjourned.

Variel of Plumas made a strong argument in 
opposition to it, and demanded that every mem­ 
ber should go upon record and show the State 
who it was that owed allegiance to the whisky 
element. 
Matthews of San Benito and Granger of Butte 
were opposed to the amendment, the latter 
claiming that it was in the interest of free 
whisky. He said that while he was not a Pro­ 
hibitionist, he w’ould fight all such proposed 
legislation so long tus he lived. 
K&rt thought there should be some limit, and 
aud ** if $25 is not enough, make it $50.*’ 
Ellsworth said it was asking the Legislature 
to discriminate in iavor of saloonkeepers. Y’ou 
can put up the licenses os high as you please iu 
any legitim ate business, but the saloonkeepers 
must not be assessed beyond a certain figure. 
The saloons run the polities of this State, and 
they should be made to pay for the privilege. 
Let us sit down on this proposition and assert 
our manhood. Leave it to the Supervisors of 
the different counties, ana let the people say 
what shall be done in their section. It can bear 
a higher rate of interest l han any other. Let ús 
reduce the number of our salooys and elevate 
the morals of our country. 
Heath said that decent saloonkeepers did not 
ask it. It was in the interest of dives and dead­ 
falls. 
The bill was intended, he said, to flood 
the country with poor whisky and hospitals and 
jails with its victims. 
Ren ¡son said the House should be consistent. 
As it encourages the man who makes the w ine, 
it should not condemn the man who sells it. 
The House refused its concurrence by a vote 
of 42 noes to 22 ayes. All the members from the 
mining counties and the valley voted in the 
negative, and were outspoken against it. The 
ayes were all from San Francisco except four, 
viz., Renison, Wright, Hart and Cooley. 
The 
announcement of the vote was greeted with ap­ 
plause.

LEG ISLA T IV E NOTES. 


The Assembly yesterday finally passed 
Goucbcr’s Senate bill which provides for a 
resorvey of the State boundary line south 
from Lake Tahoe. The facts in this move­ 
m ent are about as follows : Iu compiling a 
very large scale State map, about five years 
ago, State Engineer Hall discovered that 
this line was apparently about a m ile out 
of its proper place, in on California terri­ 
tory, and he reported the fact to the Legis­ 
lature of 1883. Subsequently, in corre­ 
spondence with the Chief of the United 
States Geographical Surveys Departm ent in 
W ashington, he learned of the discovery of 
the same apparent error by the work” of 
that departm ent. This discovery, arrived 
at by a ditferent method, and altogether in ­ 
dependently, seemed to confirm the work 
of our State officer; so he reported it again 
to the Legislature in 1885. People of Al­ 
pine county, whose territory is most ef- 
fecte by the loss, took the m atter in hand 
and caused this bill to be introduced. The 
bill was unfortunately drawn, in that it di­ 
rected the State Engineer to move existing 
m onum ents—an act which he could not do 


As the time for adjournment approaches, 
members who have measures in which they are 
interested become very anxious, and, iu conse­ 
quence, there is much confusion. A few par­ 
ties interested in deficiency bills haunt the hails 
of legislation, and their importunities, in some 
cases, are pathetic appeals for assistance. Many 
of those claims are just, and the only reasou 
they have not been passed is that the parties 
who have these legal claims against the State 
have not retained a well-paid lobby, qr prom­ 
ised the lion’s share of their claim to legislators. 
The claims referred to have been indorsed by 
the State Board of Examiners, and unanimously 
reported by the Committee on Claims in both 
Houses. 
A committee.on Conference was appointed by 
tbe Assembly to consider with a like committee 
of tbe Senate the amendments on the appropri­ 
ation bill. The Chair appointed as sucn com­ 
mittee Messrs. Heath, Taylor and Campbell. 
The committee immediately went into confer­ 
ence. and later in the day reported, recommend­ 
ing that the House concur in Senate amend­ 
ments 4. 7, 18. ‘22, 25, 49. and that the Senate re­ 
cede from 3, 39, 11, 43, 44^, IS. The report was 
¿manímously indorsed by the House. This re­ 
stores the sums allowed by the House to the 
District Agricultural cocietics, which were re­ 
duced by the Senate. 
The consideration of all motions to adjourn 
sine die were made the special order for Thurs­ 
day at 5 I*. M. 
Gould’s bill to straighten the boundary line 
between the etate3of California and Nevada was 
rend a third time and passed. 
This will give California 76,CC0 acres of land 
and many valuable mines of gold and silver 
now taxed iu the State of Nevada. 
THE VETO SUSTAINED. 
Cohen called up the veto of Governor Bartlett 
to the “ stamp bill,” and moved that it be 
passed, notwithstanding the veto. 
Brierly8poke in favor of the bill, saying that 
the friends of the bill had not been given a 
hearingbetore the Governor. The Governor’s 
message was full of impossibilities and improb­ 
abilities. The Governor does not state the case 
properly. Minor infractions of the law would 
be discountenanced by public sentiment. This 
bill will injure no white man, but will check 
the Chinese manufacture of goods. Its only 
tendency will be to make the poop’estand up to 
white labor as against coolie labor. 
Renison and Britt both made strong argu­ 
ments in its favor, claiming tnnt it was directly 
in the interest oi the laboring classes. 
Brusie of Amador said thatfupon first view, 
the position some of the members occupied may 
seem to be one of embarrassment. 
It may ap­ 
pear inconsistent for a member to sustain the 
veto of the Governor, who on a previous occa­ 
sion east his vote in favor of this bill. But to 
me it Lfneither embarrassing nor is my position, 
i maintain, in sustaining our Governor ii-con- 
sistcut. Our duty on this occasion is plain. 
Our course marked out, while not mamlitory is 
suggested strongly. I shall vote to sustain liis 
veto la-cause I am confident of a mistake in 
voting lor tue bill in the first place, because I 
am conscious of the necessity or sustaining the 
Executive of the State upon matters affecting 
the entire commonwealth, and upon which his 
opinion should be conclusive. 
The veto was sustained by the following vote :

irre g u la ritie s 
C onde tnue<l—T he 
C ondi­ 
tion o f th e L ib rary . 
The Assembly Committee on State Li­ 
brary, which has been investigating the 
recent irregularities charged against Libra­ 
rian W allis, and exam ining into the condi­ 
tion of the Library and the work done 
therein, last night reported to the Assem­ 
bly as follows. The report, w ithout being 
read, w«s ordered to be printed : 
Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on State 
Library respectfully state that they have 
exam ined into the affairs of the State 
Library from April C, 18S2, to the present 
tim e (which is the period of the present 
Librarian’s incumbency), aud present the 
following rep o rt: Your committee, having 
learned that there were public rum ors af­ 
fecting the integrity of the Librarian, and 
intim ating that his adm inistration of the 
affairs of his office was dishonest, have ex­ 
am ined as m inutely as possible into the 
m anagem ent of this departm ent of the 
g 


overnment. 
They have exam ined the 
ooks, records and papers in his office: 
have required the Librarian, the Trustees, 
the clerks, and such other persons as your 
comm ittee believed possessed any knowl­ 
edge of the adm inistration of the alfairs of 
this bureau, to appear before them , and 
have exam ined them touching the entire 
adm inistration of the aflairsof the Library. 
Y'our committee, after m aking such inves­ 
tigation, would state that they find all 
moneys drawn by the Librarian accounted 
for by receipted vouchers now on file in his 
office and shown in his cash-book. 
We 
find there has been no deialcation of any 
of the public moneys, and the properties 
of the Library are in good condition. 
IJut while the committee thus exonerates 
the Librarian from any accusation of hav­ 
ing appropriated to his own use any of the 
public moneys, they feel it their duty to 
state that they find his method of adm inis­ 
tering the financial duties of his oftice to 
have been very lax and unbusinesslike. 
They find that on November 27, lsS5, he 
drew the sum of $1,373 25, to pay a bill for 
books purchased in St. L ouis; that he did 
not at once pay said bill, but delayed the 
sam e until January 4, 1886, when be paid 
$700; March 10th, when he paid $300; May 
22d, when he paid $200, and September 
27th, when he paid the balance remaining 
due of $173 25. The Librarian states that 
this money was kept in the safe in his of­ 
fice, and denies that any part of such 
moneys were used by him . 
It was impos­ 
sible for the committee to discover w hether 
this statem ent was untrue. 
But ahU e this 
public money may not have been used for 
his own private purposes by the Librarian, 
yet, by pursuing such a course, he had it in 
his power to so use it. without authority of 
law perm itting 
him to so 
use it, or 
even 
to 
keep 
it 
in 
his 
posses­ 
sion. 
We severely reprehend the ac­ 
tion of the Librarian in 
this matter, 
and cannot too severely condemn this 
reckless and unlawful control of the pub­ 
lic funds. 
We further find that the pur­ 
chases for which said $1,373 25 was drawn 
from the Controller were ordered, not by 
tha present Board of Trustees, but by their 
predecessors, we therefore exculpate the 
present Board from any w ant of diligence 
or circumspection in supervising the con­ 
duct of the Librarian in the above m atter; 
b at we have reason to believe that during 
the adm inistration of the present Board 
the paym ent of several bills of am ounts 
varying from $25 to $G00 have been de­ 
layed for upwards of three m onths after 
the money to pay them has been drawn 
irom the Treasury, and that such moneys 
were improperly kept in the possession 
and under the sole control of the Librarian. 
Otherwise we find that since the present 
Board have been in charge the supervision 
of tbe expenditures of the Librarian has 
been reasonably careful, and that they have 
properly attended to the trust reposed in 
them . 
We further find that none of the 
deputies, or other employes of the Library, 
were, or are, chargeable with any act of 
omission to fully perform all their duties, 
or were aware of the negligence of the 
Librarian to m ake the above-mentioned 
payments. 
W e believe that Section 2202 of the Polit­ 
ical Code, providing for the Board of T ras­ 
te * , should be so amended that tbe m em ­ 
bers of the Board should be required to 
hold meetings of the Board at least once 
each m onth, and that the members should 
be allowed mileage in coming and return­ 
ing from such meetings, and that there 
should be also allowed the sum of $10 per 
diem fur 
attending at such meetings. 
W ithout such allowance the members can­ 
not be expected to come from a distance to 


attend these meetings at their own expense, > 
and, as a fact, they do not all do so. 
It is often difficult to get a m ajority oi 
tbe Board together, and for this reas«>n a 
minority of the Board is often obliged to 
transact the business for the majority. This 
is not right. A bureau of the Government 
having the control of upwards of $15,000 
to ils credit and of such u large and im- 
rtant trust as this, should be managed 
ty Directors wno personally will attend to 
the duties of tbe office, but if required to 
do this at their own expense the library 
will sutler in the future as it has in tbe 
past. From the fact that the Directors who 
reside away from Sacram ento have not at­ 
tended the meetings of the Board with any 
regularity, we find meetings at which a 
majority were present have not been often 
held. This has required the Librarian to 
go to San Francisco to seethe absent m em ­ 
bers and get their approval of his official 
acts. This has often resulted in there being 
but un imperfect report of the proceedings 
of the Board, and such report is often­ 
times insufficient to ascertain at what 
dates the several accounts were aud­ 
ited and ordered paid. 
W e would call 
the attention of the Board ot Trustees to 
the fact, and advise them that the Libra 
rian’s books should show m inutely the 
several dates when each lot of books is re­ 
ceived, when each account is audited and 
ordered paid, the exac’. date when the ac­ 
count is paid, and the precise am ount paid; 
and we would suggest that the record and 
ail other books of the Librarian should be 
required to be prom ptly written up, or in 
case of failure, that they cause tbe Libra­ 
rian to be prom ptly removed. 
We further suggest that, pursuant to 
subdivision 4, of Section 2298 of th, I*o- 
litical Code, the Jkicrd of TreisU’ee, and 
not the Librarian, should draw from the 
State Treasury the moneys belonging to 
the library ftind, anil further, that sncb 
moneys should be deposited in some sol­ 
vent bank in the city of Sacramento, to be 
named by the Board, to be drawn upon 
only by c’beck signed by the President of 
the Board and countersigned by the Li­ 
brarian. and that all bills ordered paid 
should be paid by checks drawn upon the 
moneys deposited as aforesaid, or by drafts 
purchased by checks so drawn. 
Second—We would further report that 
wo find vouchers duly filed and numbered 
and receipted for all moneys paid out, anti 
find a balance of cash on hand of $48 45. 
The Library is in good condition, there be­ 
ing on hand in the State Treasury the sum 
of $14,23!) 61; said fund exists by virtue of 
Section 2300 of the Political Code. 
A com­ 
parison of the prices paid for books pur­ 
chased wilh the cataloeue prices shows a 
general discount of from 10 to 30 per cent., 
of which the Library has received the full 
benefit. 
Purchases have been generally 
made of firms within the State, but no firm 
has iiad tbe exclusive benefit of the patron 
age of this department. 
Third—The Library consists of 63,200 
volumes, and are well arranged and easy 
of access. 
In the General D epartm ent we 
are pleased to note that late additions and 
outstanding orders indicate a tendency to 
secure works of imm ediate interest to those 
engaged in the economic industries of the 
State. W orks on horticulture, viticulture, 
irrigation, mechanics, and sim ilar subjects 
from a good proportion of new works. Tbe 
accessions to the Law Departm ent have 
been relatively greater than in the General 
Department, because, in the former, in ad­ 
dition to usual purchases to keep up cur­ 
rent series, and the large num ber of law 
publications constantly received in ex­ 
change, unusual purchases have been made 
in an attem pt very largely successful to fill 
up incomplete sets of foreign reports and 
periodicals, and session laws of the various 
States, witile in the latter purchases have 
been partially suspended antil the cata­ 
logue is completed.

A comparison of it with the cata­ 
logues of other law libraries i9 h ighlf grat­ 
ifying, showing, as it does, not only the 
superiority of the work itself, but the 
greater completeness of the library.

catalogue, we find, after a very careful in 
spection, will be of mtich greater value to 
the lawyers than any sim ilar catalogue of 
which we have any knowledge. The very- 
large num ber of cross-references, tbe elab 
orate method of abbreviating the names of 
reporters and text-book writers, as well as 
the system adopted of showing the various 
publications of laws, digests, reports and 
journals of the United States, States, terri 
tories and foreign countries, will, in a re­ 
m arkable degree, shorten and facilitate the 
labors of those who come from all parts of 
the State to pursue their researches in the 
very elaborate law library of the State.

The Librarian has also 
in contemplation a much-needed index to 
the Supreme Court Records of the State, 
comprising some 1,500 volumes—a labor 
which the press of other work and want of 
sufficient assistance has unavoidably de­ 
layed up to this time. The cataloguing, 
indexing and other work laid out by the 
Librarian has very m aterially increased 
work in this department.

GOOD AND PR O M PT ACTION. 


Tlie Assembly acted with commendable 
vigor and spirit when it rejected the Sen­ 
a te amendment to the county government 
bill concerning liquor licenses. 
The hill 
provides th at the Supervisors shall fix 
license rates for all business to he licensed. 
W hy in the 
name 
of reason should 
liquor ask to be exempted and have a 
lim it put upon the power to tax it while 
perfectly free rein is given as to all other 
business? 
But rum is an outlaw—it 
always has been, it always will he. 
It 
stands w ith its hands up against society. 
It asks exemptions and privileges granted 
to no other class of business. 
It was in 
keeping, therefore, with all its traditions 
th at it should come to the Legislature and 
ask to be protected against tlie possibility 
of society imposing upon it a tax in excess 
of $25 jier quarter. 
The amendment of 
the Senate, which was but one of several 
efforts and schemes of like character, fixed 
that sum as the m aximum lievond which 
counties should not go in taxing liquor 
selling for its license permits. 
The As­ 
sembly refused to be a party to such dis­ 
crim ination in favor of one business and 
against all others—and it acted wisely. 
L et the liquor business take its place and 
risks w ith all others lieforj the people. 
W hat special virtue invests it, th at it 
should ask to lie protected from the legis­ 
lation of the 
social organization from 
which it derives its revenue ? 
W hy do 
not the promoters of the hotel business, of 
hardware retailing, of tobacco selling, of 
dry goods retailing, of theater running, 
and so on, demand th at a lim it be pint 
upon them ?

estate by order of the Court, Desmond ap­ 
proached him with a drawn revolver, and 
by dire threats and menaces, coerced Frees 
into signing a stipulation conveying to him 
a certain am ount or part of the estate.

THE LATE J liiH E JIi-KEK. 


R eso lu tio n s o f R e sp ect A d o p ted by th e 
S n cn u n en to B a r Y esterday. 
A meeting of the Sacramento Bar was 
held yesterday. Judges Van Fleet and 
Armstrong presiding in bank, to receive 
the report of the committee appointed at a 
previous meeting to draft resolutions ex­ 
pressive of the sentiments of the Bar rela­ 
tive to the late Judge S. B. McKee.

IN Mi MOBIAM OF SAMUEL BELL M'KEE. 
The death of a good man impresses 
those of his friends and acquaintances 
left behind him with a sense of their own 
mortality, and reminds them of their duty 
to their families, their countrv and their 
Creator. 
The death of a man in exalted station, 
whose life has been a public one, stirs the 
hearts, not merely of those who knew him 
best, but of the whole people who have 
learned to regard him as a leader in their 
affairs. 
When the man, removed from the activi­ 
ties of this world by the command of that 
God who permitted him to enter therein, 
combines within himself these two charac­ 
teristics of goodness gof speech and con­ 
duct with high official position, then all 
awaken to a realization of their depend­ 
ence upon the dead, their relations to the 
living, and the solemn lessons to be drawu 
from all such occasions. 
In the death of Samuel Bell McKee, late 
a Justice ¡of the Supreme Court of Cali­ 
fornia, such an event has occurred. 
The members of the Bar of Sacramento 
city and county, deeply sensible of the 
loss sustained by our State in the decease of 
Judge McKee, can but illy express their 
feelings in regard thereto.

RESURRECTED BOSES. 


A re T hey T hose of th e M issing H . B . 
C h a t H eld ? 
The R ecord-U n io s a few months ago 
published an account of the peculiar con­ 
dition of affairs developed in the family of 
H. B. Chatfield, who, about the year 1870, 
owned and lived upon a ranch which he 
had purchased near Walsh's station, about 
eight miles from tho city. Directly after 
he purchased the ranch he mysteriously 
disappeared. His wife said lie had gone to 
Texas, and a report got in circulation that 
he was killed by the Indians while return­ 
ing with :» band of cattle. However that 
may be, he was never seen again. The 
suspicions of Mrs. Chatfield's neighbors 
were aroused by certain peculiar circum­ 
stances, and there began to be whispered 
about a belief that Chatfield had been 
killed at home, and that his body was 
thrown into one of the wells on the ranch. 
This suspicion was strengthened by the fact 
that this well was abandoned about this 
time aDd to some extent filled up. Richard 
Chatfield, a 
son 
of H. B. Chatfield 
by his first wife, came out from Ne­ 
braska last November 
to 
make 
in­ 
quiry as to 
his 
tatlier, 
whom 
he 
had 
not heard from since 1869, soon 
learned of his disappearance, and gained 
all the information on the subject possible. 
He found that Thomas F. Chatfield, son of 
H. B. Chatfield and his second, or Cali­ 
fornia wife, had been granted letters of ad­ 
ministration upon the property of the 
father.and these he proceeded to take legal 
steps to have set aside, and letters granted 
to himself instead. 
This matter is still 
pending in the Superior Court. 
Latterly 
he has oeea examining the suspected well 
upon the ranch, which is now the property 
of other parties. Securing the services of 
G. V. Churchman, who lias had much ex­ 
perience in sinking wells, an effort was 
made to clean it out, but they found it a 
difficult task, there being much water in it 
at this season of the year, and this their 
pumps were unable *o wholly remove. 
They have taken out. however, a large 
quantity of debris, bricks, stones, bottles, 
timbers, earth, etc.—and finally a few 
bones, supposed to be those of a human 
being, and abo some that doubtless carne 
from an animal. 
The bones that^are 
thought to be the remains of a human, 
have been brought to the city for ex­ 
amination by a physician, to determine 
what they are. 
Meanwhile work at the 
well has stopped, bat will probably be re­ 
sumed in a day or two with more capable 
pumps, and before long it will doubtless 
be made known whether the rumor so 
long in circulation has any foundation in 
fact.

A n Assem bly m an in T rouble. 
About 2 o’clock yesterday morning As­ 
semblyman John I,a Blanc, of San Fran­ 
cisco, was arrested by officers Rider and 
Ferral on a charge of embezzlement, pre­ 
ferred by F. T. Bull, of the firm of Jordan 
A Bull, San Francisco. Some time after­ 
wards he was released on bail, the sureties 
being J. W. Wilson, of Sacramento, and 
W. B. Hunt, of San Francisco. The case 
came up in the Police Court, and was con­ 
tinued until to-morrow morning. The case 
rows out of the fact that the seat of the 
efendant in the Assembly was contested 
b y 
O Connor, but the former won; 
Jordan <$c Bull were his attorneys. He sub­ 
sequently presented a claim for the ex­ 
penses incurred by him in defending the 
contest, and the Assembly Committee on 
Elections, after considering it, reported: 
That the sum of $150, asked as Commis­ 
sioners’ fees, be stricken o u t; that the $50, 
asked for contingent expenses in procuring 
witnesses, be reduced to $25; that the $750, 
asked as attorney fees, be reduced to $400, 
and the same allowed ; and that the total 
amount disallowed is $525, and the total 
amount allowed is $507 50, and your com­ 
mittee respectfully recommend that the 
Controller be authorized to draw his war­ 
rant for the sura of $507 50, as specified, and 
in favor of John La Blanc.” 
It is represented that La Blanc drew the 
warrant for the amount mentioned, and 
offered to settle with Jordan & Bull for 
$300. This was refused, the full amount 
awarded by the Assembly for attorneys' 
fees being demanded. La Blanc is said to 
have finally declared that if they would not 
take $300 he would not pay anything.

H o w a r d 
B e n e v o l e n t 
A s s o c i a ti o n .— 
The report of the Steward of the Howard 
Benevolent Association for the month of 
February shows 22 men, 67 women and 118 
children, making a total of 2p7 persons as­ 
sisted bv the granting of 935 dispensations, 
at a total expense of $122. The total in­ 
come of the Association was $287 35, mak­ 
ing a deficiency of $134 65. As the Asso­ 
ciation has been running behind for the 
past five or six months, the Board of Di­ 
rectors instructed the President and Stew­ 
ard to solicit an additional appropriation 
from the Board of Supervisors. The Asso­ 
ciation has expended $499 28 in excess of 
their income since October 1st, and unless 
additional funds can be had from some 
other source, the Association will be com­ 
pelled to lessen its dispensations to corre­ 
spond with its income, and many worthy 
and deserving poor will suffer for the neces­ 
saries of life. 
A “ B u s te d ” C i t y .— The Treasury of the 
city of Woodland is empty, and over $500 
in warrants against the town for the last 
month are outstanding, and cannot be paid 
because there are no funds available. Bills 
to the amount of $868 were allowed for 
February, and there were only $400 in the 
Treasury last Tuesday to meet the bills. 
The bills against the city for the months of 
March and April will increase the town’s 
debt to not less than $2,000. not a dollar of 
which can be met until May 1st, when 
about $1,000 in license money will come in. 
By the time the town taxes are due, along 
in June or July, the citj will have an un­ 
liquidated debt upon its hands of some­ 
where near $3,000.

Wad-E!-Ward, the Hebrew and native 
of Jerusalem, delivered his'third and last 
lecture last evening at the First Baptist 
Church, before the largest audience that 
has yet greeted him.

The speaker then illus­ 
trated, with the aid of twenty persons 
dressed in oriental costume, the i)ianni>r in 
which Mohammedans perform their devo­ 
tional service. The beginning of the third 
prayer commeuces as follows : “ God, we 
pray thee that we are not born like women, 
without souls; we thank thee that we are 
the children of Islam,” etc. 
The next scene introduces the prelimi­ 
nary arrangements lor a Jewish wedding. 
The mother has already chosen the girl' 
whom she desires shall become the bride 
of her son. The father then visits the pa­ 
rents of the girl: he makes known his m is-. 
sion and it is declined. A frieDd is then 
called 
upon

of the boy’s father. Finally an agree­ 
ment 
is 
made, 
and 
the 
price for 
the 
daughter 
fixed 
and 
paid, 
as 
there 
Is 
no 
book 
accounts

for this class of business. The time for the 
wedding is then fixed, one month hence at 
full moon, the ceremony to take place be- 
ore the midnight hoar. The bride and 
her attendants are then conveyed to the 
home of her future husband, who now be­ 
holds her for the first time, but is not per­ 
mitted to see her face until she is presented 
to him seven times. Then her veil is re­ 
moved, and the groom steps forward and 
kisses his bride. During these presenta­ 
tions, which take place in the guest’s 
chamber, the bride is accompanied by four 
attendants who bear a canopy above her. 
None are permitted to remain unless they 
have on the wedding garment, which is 
furnished by the host. 
This is done, said 
the speaker, so that none, however poor, 
can have an excuse for not being dressed 
properly for the festivities, which continue 
for seven days. As soon as the wedding is 
over, food for the feast is brought in and 
placed before the guests, who are all seated 
on the floor. A covenant is then made 
between those assembled, by each one 
breaking bread and passing it one to an­ 
other. The speaker said that when the 
doors were once closed upon the guests 
none would be permitted to enter, it m ak­ 
ing no difference how near or dear a rela­ 
tive the late comer might be. 
The next tableau was a representation of 
the feast of the Passover, and the confirm­ 
ation ot a boy into the Jewish cburfcb. On 
the matter of divorces the lecturer said that 
when a man and his wife desired to sepa­ 
rate on the ground that they could not live 
happily together, the husband provided his 
wife a bill of divorce and then sue was at- 
liberty to return to her parents. 
In concluding the lecture the speaker 
said that the Persians and Circasians pro­ 
duced the handsomest women in the world. 
The various tablcauxiwere instructive and 
the audience showed their appreciation by 
frequent applause.

N ew Y o r k , March 3tb.—The arrange­ 
m ents tor the funeral of the late H enry 
W ard Beecher are not yet completed, but 
it has been decided that it shall be a public 
one. but the services at the house will be 
strictlv of a private nature, in compliance 
with the wish of the family. The services 
will be conducted at the house by Dr. C. H. 
H all, of the Church of the Trinity, an old 
friend of the famous preacher. 
None but 
the family will be admitted to these serv­ 
ices, which will be of the simplest nature. 
The body will be escorted to Plym outh 
Church a’t the close of the íam ily funeral 
service by the Thirteenth .Regiment of 
Brooklyn, of which Beeclier was Chaplain. 
The regiment will then pass the body, 
which will be laid in front of a platform. 
The regiment will then be dismissed, and 
will leave Company G, which is known as 
Plym outh Compuny. and is composed 
chiefly of members from Beecher's congre­ 
gation, to remain on guard while the body 
is laid in sialo in the church. The church 
will remain open ail day Thursday and 
Frida ,-, and members of the congregation 
will have the privilege of passing before 
the body. 
On Friday the church will be 
throw n open to the public. 
This course 
has beea rendered necessary in consequence 
of the extent of the circle of friends and ad­ 
mirers of the dead divine. The citizens’ 
committee, of which ex-Mayor 8eth Lowe 
is Chairman, will have charge of the body 
until its interm ent on Saturday.

T h e C e n tra l T rafile A sso c ia tio n IVlit C on- 
tin u c in E x iste n c e . 
C h ic a g o, M arch 9 th — At to-day’s session 
of the Central Traffic Association an af­ 
firmative report was; presented from the 
committee appointed yesterday to consider 
whether the Association should be contin­ 
ued after the interstate law goes into eflect. 
A lesolution was thereupon adopted that 
-he Association be formed] in¡ accordance 
with the report, and that the present Com­ 
missioner be continued as Chairm an of the 
organization. The committee report was 
then referred back to the committee to be 
printed and mailed to each of the m em ­ 
bers, with the request that they, by letter 
to the Chairman, record their votes forth­ 
with for its adoption, or suggest such 
amendm ents as desired. 
As there will be a large num ber of un­ 
expired portions of the mileage tickets un­ 
used on the date when the new law takes 
effect, it was agreed that any one so desir­ 
ing could sell 1,000-mile tickets to April 
1st, limited to expire July 31st, and not 
less than $25 per ticket. A resolution was 
adopted that the use of the 1,000-miie 
tickets could be limited to the individual. 
All unadjusted pool balances were referred 
to arbitration. 
V. T. M alott was selected 
as principal arbitrator. The new classifi­ 
cation of the trunk lines was adopted by 
all the roads in the Association, taking ef­ 
fect April 1st. The Middle and W estern 
Freight Association was merged into the 
Central Traffic organization. 
A committee of seventeen was appointed 
to confer w ith the Mississippi Kailway as 
to the percentage basis. A recommenda­ 
tion was made that all second-class passen­ 
ger tickets in both be abolished, and the 
land-seekers’ tickets aud their bearing 
on the interstate law, were referred to 
the passenger 
agents, they to confer 
with the Western lines. The question 
whether excursion tickets should be lim ­ 
ited to two points, or all interm ediate 
point.-, was referred back to the passenger 
agents for discussion. 
The Association 
then adjourned, to meet again March 22d. 


Q u a rte rly R e p o r t o f th e W e s te rn U nion 
T e le g ra p h C o m p an y . 
N ew Y o r k , March 9th.—At the m eeting 
of the Directors of the W estern Union Tel­ 
egraph Company to-day, Bresident Nervin 
Green submitted his regular quarterly re­ 
port. 
It is as follows : The net revenues 
for the quarter ending March 3lst instant, 
based upon the nearly completed returns 
for January, and partial returns for Febru­ 
ary, and estimating the business for March, 
will be about $750,000; add surplus on 
January 1st, $6,171,810, giving a total of 
$6,921,810, from which appropriating for 
interest on bonds $123,470, and sinking 
funds $20,000, leaves a balance of $6,778,340. 
There has been a large increase oyer the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year 
in the volume of business, and a handsome 
increase in the gross receipts from the land 
line service, which was counter-balanced 
by a loss of revenues from the cable service, 
and by increased expenses, 
owing 
to 
greater num ber of messages handled, and 
extensive reconstruction. The outlay for 
extensions of wires, and for insulated wire, 
with a view of getting the wires off the 
poles in New York and Brooklyn, has been 
very large, and must continue for a tim e to 
absorb a large am ount of the net earnings. 
The President recommended that no divi­ 
dend be declared. A resolution was passed 
that, with the consent of the stockholders, 
the stock company should be increased by 
$1,200,000, to take up the script to that 
am ount issued last April.

W ashington, March 9th.—The officers of 
the ordnance corps are very much gratified 
with the performance of the eight-inch 
stell riflegün now being tested at Sandy 
Hook, th is gun was built at the West 
Point foundry, of English and domestic 
steel. Thirty test rounds have been tired, 
and the trials will be continued during the 
summer. YVithjsbot weighing 2S9 pounds, 
and a charge of American brown powder, 
the initial velocity of the projectile was 
1.875 feet, and the energy developed at the 
distance of 1,000 yards was equal to 7,000 
foot tons. General Bennett says these re­ 
sults have been carefully compared with 
the records of trials of the new navy gun, 
and K tapp, English and French guns of 
the same caliber, and establish ihe fact 
that the arm y eight-inch steel rifle is fully 
equal to the naval gun, and better than the 
guns of corresponding caliber made by 
foreign manufacturers.

Samuel Sm ith, aged 16, 
who had some difficulty with a neighbor, 
Stephen Ham m ond, yesterday armed him ­ 
self w ith a revolver, and went over to 
H am m ond’s, following him into the house.
